the lower floor ; and one vote for each pew in the 
gallery; and absent proprietors may vote by proxy, 
authorized in writing, given to any other proprietor, 
by presenting his proxy to the presiding officer. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The taxes shall be assessed on the pews according 
to the present appraisal, and the same shall be made 
payable to the Collector, at such times as to enable 
him to make his payments to the Treasurer, as pre- 
scribed in Article (V. 

ARTICLE VIII^ 

Each and ev^ry Proprietor shall pay to the Parish 
Clerk, for recording and transferring each Certificate, 
the sum of twelve cents. 

ARTICLE IX« 

The By-lnws of the Society mqr be altered, or 
amended, at any meeting of the Society called for that 
purpose, (with the exception of Article VII., relating 
to the appraisal of pews for taxation, which shall be 
unalterable,) and no alteration in any of the other 
articles shall be considered valid, unless three-fifths of 
the votes of all die pews shall be given in the affirma- 
tive. 
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
